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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-2, drawn to a body mounted display with blocking means 
(Class 345, Subclass 7); 

Group II, claim(s) 3, drawn to a body mounted display with first and second 
display means swingable in a horizontal direction (Class 345, Subclass 8); 

Group III, claim(s) 4 and 5, drawn to a body mounted display with swinging 
display means centered on a tip of the lens barrel (Class 351, Subclass 59); 

Group IV, claim(s) 4 and 6, drawn to a body mounted display with a display 
housed in a casing with mechanical attachment means to perform swinging 
(Class 403, Subclass 52); 

Group V, claim(s) 4 and 7-8, drawn to a body mounted display with a display 
housed in a casing with magnetic attachment means to perform swinging (Class 
335, Subclass 209); and 

Group VI, claim(s) 9-12, drawn to first and second display means swingable in a 
vertical direction (Class 345, Subclass 8). 



2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
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Groups l-VI lack unity of invention because even though the inventions of these 
groups require the technical feature of a body mounted display with various 
display means and swingable directions, this technical feature is not a special 
technical feature as It does not make a contribution over the prior art in view of 
Figs. 2, 12, 14, and 53 and Col. 12, lines 19-21 and Col. 19, line 46-Col. 21, line 
28 of Karasawa et al. (U.S. Pat. No.: 5,739,797) teach a body mounted display 
swingable in a horizontal direction; Figs. 2, 5, 7-9, 12-14 and 29A-32B and p. 5, 
lines 27-29, p.6, line 17-p. 7, line 15, p. 7, line 26-p.8, line 10 and p. 12, lines 15- 
31 of Tomine et al. (WO 03/048838) teach first and/or second display means 
swingable in a vertical direction and first and second display means swingable in 
a horizontal direction. The shared technical feature between groups l-VI (body 
mounted display with various display means and swingable directions) is taught 
by the Karasawa and Tomine prior art references and therefore is not a "special 
technical feature" which contributes over the prior art because it lacks novelty. 



REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 



As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in 
a national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical 
features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of 
the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 



The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are 
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claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a single claim. See 37 CFR 
1 .475(e). 



WHEN CLAIMS ARE DIRECTED TO MULTIPLE CATEGORIES OF 
INVENTIONS 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(b), a national stage application containing claims to 
different categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the 
claims are drawn only to one of the following combinations of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said 
product; or 

(2) A product and process of use of said product; or 

(3) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said 
product, and a use of the said product; or 

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out 
the said process; or 

(5) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said 
product, and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the said 
process. 



Otherwise, unity of invention might not be present. See 37 CFR 1 .475(c). 



3. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
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and there would be a serious searcli and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 

The election of an Invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
